the mames at presont than there wia
in the past.

"“In order to rotuwte the names to
snit the persounl ideas of eortnin am-
bitious condidates 1t will mquire 30208
changes of forms on the republican
ballot ulong, which will be nn Iinmense
additional expense in printing the bal
lots. Auvyone familiar with the print-
ing Dbusioess will ronlize that these
éhanges of forms eaunnot be priotml
for nothing. Al the candidates in
1912 were ontirely satisfied with the
construgtion of the law, and It bhas cer
tainly wot with their approval aud
with the approwal of the people at
Inzge, an 0o attempt has boou niade to
chango the law and make it mage defi
nite.
